passed the house, including the liter­ 
ac y test. 
Prospects a r e that the b ill 
will pass the se n a te as reported from 
the committee. 
3 b e president b elieves some other 
m e a n s should b e devised to 
prevent 
undesi ra b le aliens from entering the 
United States a nd told callers that he 
had given his view to the senate com­ 
mittee. 
Several m em b e rs of the committee 
said there was a possib ility of a modi­ 
fication so as to pe rm it the entrance 
of aliens who satisfy the proper au­ 
thorities that they emigrated from a 
foreign country “solely to escape reli­ 
gious persecution.”

Charles Baker Adams. 
Charles Baker Adams, noted as a 
natu ralist and geologist, was born 100 
y ears ago in Dorchester, Mass. 
He 
was gradu ated from Amherst college, 
at the age of twenty . 
The next two 
y ears were spent in stu dy at the Ando­ 
ver Theological seminary , and then, 
with Rev. Dr. Hitchcock, he made a 
geological su rvey of New York. From 
1838 to 1847 Doctor Adams was profes­ 
sor of chem istry and natu ral history 
in Middlebu ry college, and from 1847 
to his death he was professor of chem­ 
istry and zoology in Amherst college. 
He made the geological su rvey of Ver­ 
mont, and between the y ears 184 i and 
1851 made scientific explorations in 
Panam a and several of the islands of 
the W est Indies. 
His death occu rred 
while he was visiting the island of St. 
Thomas, in 1853. 


German Stu dents. 
The prelim inary statistics 
of 
the 
nu mber of stu dents enrolled in Ger­ 
man u niversities du ring the 
winter 
semester of 1912-1913 show that the 
total nu m ber of matricu lated stu dents 
amou nted to 58,844 as against 58,672 
in the su m m er semester of 1912. 
In­ 
clu ding au ditors, the totals are 64,590 
and 63,351, respectively . 
Of the au ­ 
ditors registered in the w inter semes­ 
ter 3,997 w ere men and 1,749 were 
women, while of the matricu lated stu ­ 
dents, no less than 3,213 were women, 
these being distribu ted by facu lties as 
follows: 
Theology , 11; law, 79; medi­ 
cine, 715; philosophy , 2,408. 
The fol­ 
lowing u niversities attracted the larg­ 
est nu m ber o f women stu dents: 
Ber­ 
lin, 9 04; Bonn, 289; Mü nchen, 
262; 
Gottingen, 237; Heidelberg. 219. 
It 
may be interesting in this connection 
to call a ttentio n to some statistics 
recently pu blished by the French min­ 
istry o f edu cation, showing that the 
percentage o f women 
stu dents 
In 
France in 19 12 was 9.8 per cent, as 
against 4.8 per cent, in Germany .
